dent Gruut to the grave in New York

President 
Huyes has not been conspicuous in the' 
public eye siuco that period. Histastes 
ure quiet; his manner has always beeu 
a modest one. But be is none the less 
remembered by the nation, and he may 
well rest his fume with it on the nets o 
bis Administration. He came into of 
lice at a trying time. He found a dis 
appointed opposition; he found me 
among bis own party followers uot fairly 
considerate of the difficulties he wn 
compelled to eucountt-r, and be fouui 
other men ready to enj;au;e in intrigmn 
against him; yet ha conducted an able 
an honest, and, judged by the record i 
has left behind it, a highly successfu 
Administration. lu fact, it would b 
bard to point to tiny Administration 
that bavo preceded or followed it in thi 
generation HS regards which less ad 
verse criticism could justly be made. 


President Hayes has been the subjec 


of bitter comment at the bauds of a por 
tion of the Democratic party. There is 
an almost universal feeling among its 
members that Mr. Tilden, and not birn 
telf, was really elected by the people to 
bo tha President during the term irj 
which Mr. llayes served in that office 
Admitting this to be just, the conoen 
tration ef the resentment which it has 
created upon Mr. Hayes is unfair. 
I 


ia illogical, except in it certain school- 
boy sense, which visits dislike upou the 
instrument rather than the cause o 
wrongdoing. 
If the Democrats were 


wronged out ot the Presidency, it was 
by the Bepublic.ui party, not by its 
President. .Not out; of the actions which 
tbo Democrats declare to be objeotion- 
ablo originated with Mr. IIuyt-H.

to his party rather limn to it opponents 
Bat he remained with calmness and 
dignity a private citizen while the law 
settled the controversy that had arisen 
over his right to the Presidency.

manner which nearly the whole Demo- 
cratic party ia Congress supported. No 
President elected ever entered 
office 


with a better legal title to the Presi- 
dency. If he had refused to accept the 
office under these circumstances, he 
would have been false to his party, false 
to his country and tulse to himself. It 
was n way devised in order to escape 
the danger of a disputed election, and 
nothing could be clearer than Mr. 
Hayes" duty nnder it. 
The Democrats 


lose the Presidency through its opera- 
tion, but they had themselves most of 
all to thank for it. That is but a child- 
ish spite which vents their disappoint- 
ment upon the man their own action in 
the end made President, and who, in 
taking the office, stood between the 
nation end anarchy. 


As regards his administration of pub- 


lic affairs, Mr. Hayes may safely leave 
the verdict upon it to history. He gatb- 
ered about him one of the best Cabinets 
both in ability and parity. 
Kane of its 


acts failed to be approved by the better 
eeutiuient of the country—none, indeed, 
has beeu seriously questioned at any 
time. 
The vexed Southern question 


•was settled under it; troops were with- 
drawn and peace restored to the South- 
ern section. There was no charge of 
corruption in his Cabinet or umoug his 
important officers in any section of the 
country. 
The general feeling was one 


of fair dealing ia all its acts, and the 
virulence of party spirit was essentially 
assuaged while it was in power. The 
President had modestly announced his 
determination not to be a candidate for 
re-election. He held to it firmly when 
bis term of office was about to expire, 
lie left behind him the record of an Ad- 
ministration pure in its atmosphere and 
•clean in its record. 


Since he has retired from the Presi- 


dency Mr. Hayes has done nothing to 
invite attack. It may be the fashion 
of the hour to depreciate him. It will 
not be the verdict of history. In that 
light, his Administration will take its 
plaoe as alike patriotic and promotive 
ot public good.

Mr. Apgar was closely associated 
in a political way with Daniel Manning, 
and was one of the first to push the can- 
didacy of Cleveland for boih Governor 
and President.

<'oinu(r« tor July. 


The Virginia Chronicle says: The 


coinage of the United States Mints fo 
July was the smallest in many years 
The Mints at Carson and San Franciscc 
were clo?ed throughout that month 
pending the annual settlement auc 
transfer of management. The Mints a 
Philadelphia and New Orleans were in 
operation for only part of the month fo: 
the same reasons. The new Superin 
teudent of the Mint at Philadelphia, 
Daniel M. Fox, reports the coinage al 
$1,800,000 in Standard Dollars. Tht 
Mint at New Orleans made $100,000 in 
the same month in the same coin 
There was not a dollar in Gold coinet 
at any United States Mint in July, 1885 
and not a cent in Nickel. This is the 
smallest amount of Standard Dollars 
made in any month since the resump- 
tion of the coinage of that piece in 
March, 1878. The amount is below the 
limit authorized by law, and justifies the 
S. F. Bulletin (Rep.) in saying that 
this is a bad beginning for tbo firs 
month of the now Democratic adminis- 
tration in Mint affairs. The law Kiys 
that no less than $2.000,000 nor more 
than $4,000,000 in Silver shall bo coined 
every month. The deficiency lor July 
will probably be made good this n?onth, 
thus carrying out the spirit of the law, 
if not the letter. 
In the fiscal yeai 


ending July 30, 1885, the Mints coined 
$28,528,558 in Standard Dollars, or over 
$4,500,000 in excess of the minimum 
requirements of the law. For July, 
1884. the Mints coined $2,49G,000 in 
Double Eagles and $2,325,000 in Stand- 
ard Dollars.

The New York Sun has a New Orleans 


special saying that a large proportion of 
tbo holders of Federal offices in Louisi-

Sub-Treasury, for instance. May and 
Whittaker were two of the first holders 
of thia office after the war. Both are 
on the Sub-Treasury books to-day as

The total shortage in 


The In- 
ternal Revenue Department, under four 
or five Collectors, shows a shortage of 
about $570,000; the Assessor's office,
